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T “HE history of the Jewish Monarchy, as given in the Old Testament, is 
embodied in two narratives, compiled at different times and from 


_ different points of view. In the following pages they are combined. 
~ When two accounts of the same event are given, they are printed in 


parallel columns, so as to admit of comparison. When only one account 
is given, it is printed across the page in the usual way. To facilitate the 
finding of any given reign, the names of the kings are aes in heavy 
type the first time they occur on a page. 

I trust the book may be serviceable even to advanced Students, who wish 


__ to collate for themselves the two authorities ; but it is intended primarily for 
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use in Schools. The difficulty of following the history in two sometimes 
concurrent and sometimes divergent authorities, both bound up in the 
same Bible—and often in very small type—is apt to drive boys to 


-_ *Compendiums’ and ‘ Manuals,’ in which a clear narrative is given, but 


the dignity and beauty of the original are entirely lost. By re-arranging 
the text I hope to have made the study of this part of the Bible easier 
and more attractive. _ 

I wish to express my gratitude to the Joint Committee of the Univer- 
sities of Oxford and Cambridge for leave to print the text of the Revised 
Version. To Professor Driver, for most readily and kindly allowing me to 
reprint, as an Introduction, a passage from his ‘Literature of the Old 
Testament,’ my warmest thanks are due.

rT does not fall within the province of the present work to examine the 
relation of the narrative of Chronicles to that of Samuel and Kings, 
_ except so far as may serve to illustrate the method or point of view of the 
compiler. The following general remarks must therefore suffice. It does 
~ not seem possible to treat the additional matter in Chronicles as strictly Jj 
and literally historical. In many cases the figures are incredibly high?: in 
others, the scale or magnitude of the occurrences described is such that, 

"had they really happened precisely as represented, they could hardly have 
been passed over by the compiler of Samuel or Kings; elsewhere, again, 

the description appears to be irreconcilable with that in the earlier % 
narrative ; while nearly always the speeches assigned to historical characters, 

and the motives attributed to them, are conceived largely from a point of 

view very different from that which dominates the earlier narrative, and 
agreeing closely with the compiler’s. The peculiarities of the historical 

_ representation which prevails in the Chronicles are to be ascribed, no 

doubt, to the influences under which the author lived and wrote. The 

compiler lived in an age when the theocratic institutions, which had been 

placed on a new basis after the return from Babylon, had long been in full

had witnessed himself; David organises a vast military force, and amasses — 
for the Temple enormous treasures ; his successors have the command of — 
huge armies, and are victorious against forces huger even than their own. — 
In these and similar representations there is certainly much that cannot be 
strictly historical: but the Chronicler must not on this account be held 
guilty of a deliberate perversion of history ; he and his contemporaries did 
not question that the past was actually as they pictured it, and the 
Chronicler simply gives expression to this persuasion. It is not necessary 
to deny—on the contrary, it is highly probable—that a traditional element 
lies at the basis of his representations; but this element has been 
developed by him, and presented in a literary form, with the aim of giving — 
expression to the ideas which he had at heart, and of inculcating the 
lessons which he conceived the history to teach.

But the people that followed Omri prevailed against 
the people that followed Tibni the son of Ginath: so Tibni died, and 

23 Omri reigned. In the thirty and first year of Asa king of Judah began 
Omri to reign over Israel, and reigned twelve years: six years reigned 

24 he in Tirzah. And he bought the hill *Samaria of Shemer for two 
talents of silver; and he ‘built on the hill, and called the name of the 
city which he built, after the name of Shemer, the owner of the hill, 

25 *Samaria. And Omri did that which was evil in the sight of the Lorn,

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_ 26 and dealt wickedly above all that were before him. For he walked in 
_ all the way of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and in his sins wherewith he 
made Israel to sin, to provoke the Lorn, the God of Israel, to anger 
. 27 with their vanities. Now the rest of the acts of Omri which he did, 
i and his might that he shewed, are they not written in the book of the 
28 chronicles of the kings of Israel? So Omri slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in Samaria: and Ahab his son reigned in his stead. 
_ 29 And in the thirty and eighth year of Asa king of Judah began Ahab 
‘the son of Omri to reign over Israel: and Ahab the son of Omri 
30 reigned over Israel in Samaria twenty and two years. And Ahab the 
son of Omri did that which was evil in the sight of the Lorp above all 
31 that were before him. And it came to pass, as if it had been a light 
thing for him to walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, that he 
-took to wife *Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal king of the Zidonians, 


32 and went and served Baal, and worshipped him. And he reared up an. 


altar for Baal in the house of Baal, which he had built in Samaria. 
33 And Ahab made *the Asherah ; and Ahab did yet more to provoke the 
: Lorp, the God of Israel, to anger than all the kings of Israel that were 

34 before him. *In his days did Hiel the Beth-elite build Jericho: he 
laid the foundation thereof with the loss of Abiram his firstborn, and 
set up the gates thereof with the loss of his youngest son Segub; 
according to the word of the Lorn, which he spake by the hand of 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

17 And Elijah the Tishbite, who was ‘of the sojourners of Gilead, said 
unto Ahab, As the Lorp, the God of Israel, liveth, before whom I 
stand, there shall not be dew nor rain these years, but according to my 

2,3 word. And the word of the Lorp came unto him, saying, Get thee 
hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide thyself by the brook Cherith, 

4 that is before Jordan. And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the 

5 brook; and I have commanded the ravens to feed thee there. So he 
went and did according unto the word of the LorD: for he went and 

6 dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. And the ravens 
brought him bread and flesh in the morning, and bread and flesh in 

7 the evening ; and he drank of the brook. And it came to pass, after 
a while, that the brook dried up, because there was no rain in the 
land. 

8,9 And the word of the Lorp came unto him, saying, Arise, get thee to 
Zarephath, which belongeth to Zidon, and dwell there: behold, I have 

10 commanded a widow woman there to sustain thee. So he arose and 
went to Zarephath ; and when he came to the gate of the city, behold, 
a widow woman was there gathering sticks: and he called to her, and 
said, Fetch me, I pray thee, a little water in a vessel, that I may drink. 

rr And as she was going to fetch it, he called to her, and said, Bring me, I 

- 12 pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. And she said, As the Lorp 
thy God liveth, I have not a cake, but an handful of meal in the barrel, 
and a little oil in the cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two sticks, 
that I may go in and dress it for me and my son, that we may eat it,

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nd die. And Elijah said unto her, Fear not; go and do as thou hast 

aus but make 26 thereof a little cake first, and bring it forth unto 

14 me, and afterward make for thee and for thy son. For thus saith the 

Lorp, the God of Israel, The barrel of meal shall not waste, neither 

shall the cruse of oil fail, until the day that the Lorp sendeth rain upon 

rs the earth. And she went and did according to the saying of Elijah: 

16 and she, and he, and her house, did eat many days. The barrel of 

meal wasted not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, according to the word 

17 of the Lorp, which he spake by Elijah. And it came to pass after 

these things, that the son of the woman, the mistress of the house, fell 

18 sick; and his sickness was'so sore, that there was no breath left in 

him. And she said unto Elijah, What have I to do with thee, O thou 

man of God? ‘thou art come unto me to bring my sin to remembrance, 

19 and to slay my son! And he said unto her, Give me thy son. And he 

took him out of her bosom, and carried him up into the chamber, 

20 where he abode, and laid him upon his own bed. And he cried unto 

the Lorp, and said, O Lorp my God, hast thou also brought evil upon 

21 the widow with whom I sojourn, by slaying her son? And he stretched 

himself upon the child three times, and cried unto the Lorp, and said, 

O Lorp my God, I pray thee, let this child’s soul come into him again. 

22 And the Lorp hearkened unto the voice of Elijah ; and the soul of the 

23 child came into him again, and he revived. And Elijah took the child, 

and brought him down out of the chamber into the house, and delivered 

24 him unto his mother: and Elijah said, See, thy son liveth. And the 

woman said to Elijah, Now I know that thou art a man of God, and 
that the word of the Lorp in thy mouth is truth. 

18 And it came to pass after many days, that the word of the Lorp 

came to Elijah, in the third year, saying, Go, shew thyself unto Ahab ; 

2 and I will send rain upon the earth. And Elijah went to shew himself 

3 unto Ahab. And the famine was sore in Samaria. And Ahab called 

Obadiah, which was over the household. (Now Obadiah feared the 

4 Lorp greatly: for it was so, when Jezebel cut off the prophets of the 

Lorb, that Obadiah took an hundred prophets, and hid them by fifty 

5 in a cave, and fed them with bread and water.) And Ahab said unto 

Obadiah, Go through the land, unto all the fountains of water, and 

unto all the brooks: peradventure we may find grass and save the 

6 horses and mules alive, *that we lose not all the beasts. So they 

divided the land between them to pass throughout it: Ahab went one 

7 way by himself, and Obadiah went another way by himself. And as 

Obadiah was in the way, behold, Elijah met him: and he knew him, 

8 and fell on his face, and said, Is it thou, my lord Elijah? And he 

g answered him, It is I: go, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah zs here. And 

he said, Wherein have I sinned, that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 

ro into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? As the Lorp thy God liveth, there 

is no nation or kingdom, whither my lord hath not sent to seek thee: 

and when they said, He is not here, he took an oath of the kingdom 

tr and nation, that they found thee not. And now thou sayest, Go, tell 

12 thy lord, Behold, Elijah zs here. And it shall come to pass, as soon as 
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__ I am gone from thee, that the spirit of the Lorp shall carry thee whither _ 


I know not ; and so when I come and tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, 


13 he shall slay me: but I thy servant fear the Lorp from my youth. Was 


it not told my lord what I did when Jezebel slew the prophets of the 
Lorp, how I hid an hundred men of the Lorp’s prophets by fifty in a 
14 cave, and fed them with bread and water? And now thou sayest, Go, 
15 tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah zs Aeve: and he shall slay me. And Elijah 
said, As the Lorp of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will surely 
16 shew myself unto him to-day. So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and 


17 told him: and Ahab went to meet Elijah. And it came to pass, when 


Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, Is it thou, thou troubler of 
18 Israel? And he answered, I have not troubled Israel; but thou, and 
thy father’s house, in that ye have forsaken the commandments of the 


_¥9 Lorp, and thou hast followed the Baalim. Now therefore send, and 


gather to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, and the prophets of Baal 
four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of the Asherah four hundred, 
20 which eat at Jezebel’s table. So Ahab sent unto all the children of 
21 Israel, and gathered the prophets together unto mount Carmel. And 
Elijah came near unto all the people, and said, How long halt ye 
between two opinions? if the Lorp be God, follow him: but if Baal, 
22 then follow him. And the people answered him not a word. Then 
said Elijah unto the people, I, even I only, am left a prophet of the 
23 Lorp; but Baal’s prophets are four hundred and fifty men. Let them 
therefore give us two bullocks; and let them choose one bullock for 
themselves, and cut it in pieces, and lay it on the wood, and put no fire 
under: and I will dress the other bullock, and lay it on the wood, and 
24 put no fire under. And call ye on the name of your god, and I will call 
on the name of the Lorp: and the God that answereth by fire, let him 
be God. And all the people answered and said, It is well spoken. 
25 And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, Choose you one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress it first; for ye are many; and call on the name of 
26 your god, but put no fire under. And they took the bullock which was 
given them, and they dressed it, and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, O Baal, ‘hear us. But there was no 
voice, nor any that answered. And they *leaped about the altar which 
27 was made. And it came to pass at noon, that Elijah mocked them, 
and said, Cry aloud: for he is a god; either he is musing, or he is gone 
aside, or he is in a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, and must be 
28 awaked. And they cried aloud, and cut themselves after their manner 
29 with *knives and lances, till the blood gushed out upon them. And it 
was so, when midday was past, that they prophesied until the time of 
the offering of the evening oblation ; but there was neither voice, nor 
3o any to answer, nor any ‘that regarded. And Elijah said unto all the 
people, Come near unto me; and all the people came near unto him. 
31 And he repaired the altar of the Lorp that was thrown down. And 
Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number of the tribes of the 
sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of the Lorp came, saying, Israel

35 And the water ran round about the altar; and he filled the trench Re 

36 with water. And it came to pass at the time of the offering of the eve 
oblation, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said, O Lorp, 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am thy servant, and that Ihave done 

37 all these things at thy word. Hear me, O Lorp, hear me, that this 
people may know that thou, Lor, art God, *and zat thou hast turned _ 

38 their heart back again. Then the fire of the Lorp fell, and consumed — a 
the burnt offering, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and | 

39 licked up the water that was in the trench. And when all the people : 
saw it, they fell on their faces: and they said, The Lorp, he is God; 

40 the Lorp, he is God. And Elijah said unto them, Take the prophets 
of Baal; let not one of them escape. And they took them: and Elijah 

41 brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there. And 
Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and drink; for there is the 

42 sound of abundance of rain. So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. 
And Elijah went up to the top of Carmel ; and he bowed himself down 

43 upon the earth, and put his face between his knees. And he said to 
his servant, Go up now, look toward the sea. And he went up, and 
looked, and said, There is nothing. And he said, Go again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh time, that he said, Behold, there — 
ariseth a cloud out of the sea, as small as a man’s hand. And he said, — 
Go up, say unto Ahab, *Make ready ¢hy chariot, and get thee down, 

45 that the rain stop thee not. And it came to pass in a little while, that 
the heaven grew black with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain. 

46 And Ahab rode, and went to Jezreel. And the hand of the Lorp was 
on Elijah; and he girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the 
entrance of Jezreel. 

19 And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and withal how he 

2 had slain all the prophets with the sword. Then Jezebel sent a 
messenger unto Elijah, saying, So let the gods do to me, and more 
also, if I make not thy life as the life of one of them by to-morrow 

3 about this time. *And when he saw that, he arose, and went for his 
life, and came to Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, and left his 

4 servant there. But he himself went a day’s journey into the wilderness, 
and came and sat down under a ‘juniper tree: and he requested for 
himself that he might die; and said, It is enough; now, O Lorn, take 

5 away my life; for I am not better than my fathers. And he lay down 
and slept under a juniper tree ; and, behold, an angel touched him, and 
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6 said unto him, Arise and eat. And he looked, and, behold, there was 
. at his head a cake baken on the ‘coals, and a cruse of water, And he 
7 did eat and drink, and laid him down again. And the angel of the 
LorpD came again the second time, and touched him, and said, Arise 
8 and eat ; because the journey is too great for thee. And he arose, and 
__ did eat and drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty days and 
_ 9 forty nights unto Horeb the mount of God. And he came thither unto 
a cave, and lodged there; and, behold, the word of the Lorp came to. 
_ to him, and he said unto him, What doest thou here, Elijah? And he 
a said, I have been very jealous for the Lorn, the God of hosts; for the 
children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain thy prophets with the sword: and I, even I only, am left; 
_ 11 and they seek my life, to take it away. And he said, Go forth, and 
stand upon the mount before the Lorp. And, behold, the Lorp passed 
by, and a great and strong wind rent the mountains, and brake in pieces 
the rocks before the Lorp; but the Lorp was not in the wind: and 
after the wind an earthquake ; but the Lorp was not in the earthquake: 
12 and after the earthquake a fire; but the Lorp was not in the fire: and 
13 after the fire ’a still small voice. And it was so, when Elijah heard it, 
that he wrapped his face in his mantle, and went out, and stood in the 
entering in of the cave. And, behold, there came a voice unto him, 
14 and said, What doest thou here, Elijah? And he said, I have been 
very jealous for the Lorn, the God of hosts; for the children of Israel 
have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain thy 
prophets with the sword; and I, even I only, am left ; and they seek 
15 my life, to take it away. And the Lorp said unto him, Go, return on 
thy way *to the wilderness of Damascus: and when thou comest, thou 
16 shalt anoint Hazael to be king over Syria: and Jehu the son of Nimshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over Israel: and Elisha the son of Shaphat 
17 of Abel-meholah shalt thou anoint to be prophet in thy room. Andi it 
shall come to pass, that him that escapeth from the sword of Hazael 
shall Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
18 Elisha slay. Yet will I leave me seven thousand in Israel, all the knees 
which have not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which hath not 
19 kissed him. So he departed thence, and found Elisha the son of 
Shaphat, who was plowing, with twelve yoke of oxen before him, and 
he with the twelfth: and Elijah passed over unto him, and cast his 
20 mantle upon him. And he left the oxen, and ran after Elijah, and said, 
Let me, I pray thee, kiss my father and my mother, and then I will 
follow thee. And he said unto him, Go back again; for what have I 
21 done to thee? And he returned from following him, and took the yoke 
of oxen, and slew them, and ‘boiled their flesh with the instruments of 
the oxen, and gave unto the people, and they did eat. Then he arose, 

and went after Elijah, and ministered unto him. 

20 And Ben-hadad the king of Syria gathered all his ‘host together : and 
there were thirty and two kings with him, and horses and chariots: and 
2 he went up and besieged Samaria, and fought against it. And he sent 
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messengers to Ahab king of Israel, into the city, and said unto him, 
3 Thus saith Ben-hadad, Thy silver and thy gold is mine ; thy wives also 
4 and thy children, even the goodliest, are mine. And the king of Israel 
answered and said, It is according to thy saying, my lord, O king; I am 

5 thine, and all that Ihave. And the messengers came again, and said, 
Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, saying, I sent indeed unto thee, saying, 
Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, and thy gold, and thy wives, and thy 

6 children ; but I will send my servants unto thee to-morrow about this ~ 
time, and they shall search thine house, and the houses of thy servants ; 
and it shall be, that ‘whatsoever is pleasant in thine eyes, they shall put 

7 it in their hand, and take it away. Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, I pray you, and see how this 
man seeketh mischief: for he sent unto me for my wives, and for my 
children, and for my silver, and for my gold; and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the people said unto him, Hearken thou not, 
g neither consent. Wherefore he said unto the messengers of Ben-hadad, 
Tell my lord the king, All that thou didst send for to thy servant at the 
first I will do: but this thing I may not do. And the messengers 
10 departed, and brought him word again. And Ben-hadad sent unto 
him, and said, The gods do so unto me, and more also, if the dust of 
Samaria shall suffice for handfuls for all the people that “follow me. 
11 And the king of Israel answered and said, Tell him, Let not him that 
12 girdeth on Azs armour boast himself as he that putteth it off. And it 
came to pass, when Ben-hadad heard this message, as he was drinking, 
he and the kings, in the *pavilions, that he said unto his servants, ‘Set 
yourselves in array. And they set themselves in array against the city. 
13 And, behold, a prophet came near unto Ahab king of Israel, and said, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Hast thou seen all this great multitude? behold, 

I will deliver it into thine hand this day ; and thou shalt know that I 
14 am the Lorp. And Ahab said, By whom? And he said, Thus saith 
the Lorn, By the °young men of the princes of the provinces. Then 

15 he said, Who shall “begin the battle? And he answered, Thou. Then 
he mustered the young men of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and after them he mustered all the 
16 people, even all the children of Israel, being seven thousand. And 
they went out at noon. But Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk in 
the “pavilions, he and the kings, the thirty and two kings that helped 
17 him. And the young men of the princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Ben-hadad sent out, and they told him, saying, There are 
18 men come out from Samaria: And he said, Whether they be come out ’ 
for peace, take them alive; or whether they be come out for war, take 

19 them alive. So these went out of the city, the young men of the princes 
20 of the provinces, and the army which followed them. And they slew 
every one his man ; and the Syrians fled, and Israel pursued them: and 

21 Ben-hadad the king of Syria escaped 7on an horse with horsemen. And 
the king of Israel went out, and smote the horses and chariots, and slew

23 And the servants of the king of Syria said unto him, Their god is a 
_ god of the hills ; therefore they were stronger than we: but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely we shall be stronger than they. 
_ 24 And do this thing; take the kings away, every man out of his place, 
- 25 and put ‘captains in their room: and number thee an army, like the 
4 _ army that thou hast lost, horse for horse, and chariot for chariot: and “ 
___ we will fight against them in the plain, and surely we shall be stronger 
26 than they. And he hearkened unto their voice, and did so. And it 
_.~ came to pass at the return of the year, that Ben-hadad mustered the 
27 Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to fight against Israel. And the 
_ children of Israel-were mustered, and were victualled, and went against 

them: and the children of Israel encamped before them like two little 
28 flocks of kids; but the Syrians filled the country. And ?a man of God 
__ came near and spake unto the king of Israel, and said, Thus saith the 
Lorp, Because the Syrians have said, The Lorp is a god of the hills, 
but he is not a god of the valleys; therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 
; 29 And they encamped one over against the other seven days. And so it 
_ __—_was, that in the seventh day the battle was joined; and the children of

Israel slew of the Syrians an hundred thousand footmen in one day. 
30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into the city; and the wall fell upon twenty 
and seven thousand men that were left. And Ben-hadad fled, and 
31 came into the city, *into aninner chamber. And his servants said unto 
him, Behold now, we have heard that the kings of the house of Israel 
are merciful kings; let us, we pray thee, put sackcloth on our loins, and 
ropes upon our heads, and go out to the king of Israel: peradventure 
32 he will save thy life. So they girded sackcloth on their loins, and put 
ee, ropes on their heads, and came to the king of Israel, and said, Thy 
servant Ben-hadad saith, I pray thee, let me live. And he said, Is he

21 And it came to pass after these things, that Naboth the Jezreelite 
had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the palace of Ahab king _ 
2of Samaria. And Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, Give me thy ~ 
vineyard, that I may have it for a garden of herbs, because it is near 
unto my house: and I will give thee for it a better vineyard than it: or, 
3 if it seem good to thee, I will give thee the worth of it in money. And 
Naboth said to Ahab, The Lorp forbid it me, that I should give the 
4 inheritance of my fathers unto thee. And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had spoken to him: for he had said, I will not give thee the inheritance 
of my fathers. And he laid him down upon his bed, and turned away 
5 his face, and would eat no bread. But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit so sad, that thou eatest no 
6 bread? And he said unto her, Because I spake unto Naboth the 
Jezreelite, and said unto him, Give me thy vineyard for money; or else, 
if it please thee, I will give thee another vineyard for it: and he 
7 answered, I will not give thee my vineyard. And Jezebel his wife said 
unto him, Dost thou now govern the kingdom of Israel? arise, and eat 
bread, and let thine heart be merry: I will give thee the vineyard of 
8 Naboth the Jezreelite. So she wrote ‘letters in Ahab’s name, and 
sealed them with his seal, and sent the letters unto the elders and to 
g the nobles that were in his city, amd that dwelt with Naboth. And she 
wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth’on high 
Io among the people: and set two men, sons of * Belial, before him, and 
let them bear witness against him, saying, Thou didst ‘curse God and 
11 the king.

And he did very abominably 
in following idols, according to all that the Amorites did, whom the 
27 LorD cast out before the children of Israel.) And it came to pass, 
when Ahab heard those words, that he rent his clothes, and put 
sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, and lay in sackcloth, and went 
28 softly.

5 of Assyria shut him up, and bound him in prison.

Assyria came up throughout all the land, and went up to Samaria, and 


6 beseiged it three years. 


In the ninth year of Hoshea, the king of 


Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel away unto Assyria, and placed 
them in Halah, and in Habor, ov the river of Gozan, and in the cities 


7 of the Medes. 


And it was so, because the children of Israel had sinned 


against the Lorp their God, which brought them up out of the land of 
Egypt from under the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had feared 
8 other gods, and walked in the statutes of the nations, whom the Lorp 
cast out from before the children of Israel, and of the kings of Israel, 


9 which they * made.

not hear, but hardened their neck, like to the neck of their fathers, 

15 believed not in the Lorp their God. And they rejected his stat 
and his covenant that he made with their fathers, and his testimonies 
which he testified unto them; and they followed vanity, and became 
vain, and wend after the nations that were round about them, concern- 
ing whom the Lorp had charged them that they should not do like 

16 them. And they forsook all the commandments of the Lorp their God, © 

and made them molten images, even two calves, and made an Asherah, 

17 and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served Baal. And they 
caused their sons and their daughters to pass through the fire,-and used 
divination and enchantments, and sold themselves to do that which was 

18 evil in the sight of the Lorp, to provoke him to anger. Therefore the 
Lorp was very angry with Israel, and removed them out of his sight: 

1g there was none left but the tribe of Judah only. Also Judah kept not 
the commandments of the Lorp their God, but walked in the statutes 

20 of Israel which they ?made. And the Lorp rejected all the seed of © 
Israel, and afflicted them, and delivered them into the hand of spoilers, 

21 until he had cast them out of his sight. For he rent Israel from the 
house of David; and they made*Jeroboam the son of Nebat king: and 
Jeroboam * drave Israel from following the Lorp, and made them sin a 

22 great sin. And the children of Israel walked in all the sins of Jeroboam 

23 which he did; they departed not from them; until the Lorp removed 
Israel out of his sight, as he spake by the hand of all his servants the 
prophets. So Israel was carried away out of their own land to Assyria, 
unto this day. 

24 And the king of Assyria brought men from Babylon, and from 
Cuthah, and from Avva, and from Hamath and Sepharvaim, and 
placed them in the cities of Samaria instead of the children of Israel : 

25 and they possessed Samaria, and dwelt in the cities thereof. And so it _ 
was, at the beginning of their dwelling there, that they feared not the 
Lorp: therefore the Lorp sent lions among them, which killed some

$ 32 ‘gods of Sepharvaim. So they feared the Lorp, and made unto them 
4 from among themselves priests of the high places, which sacrificed for 
33 them in the houses of the high places.

served their own gods, after the manner of the nations from among

. former manners: they fear not the Lorn, neither do they after their 
; statutes, or after their ordinances, or after the law or after the command- 
ment which the Lorp commanded the children of Jacob, whom he 

35 named Israel; with whom the Lorp had made a covenant, and charged 
them, saying, Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow yourselves to them, 

36 nor serve them, nor sacrifice to them: but the Lorpb, who brought you 

up out of the land of Egypt with great power and with a stretched out 

if arm, him shall ye fear, and unto him shall ye bow yourselves, and to 
37 him shall ye sacrifice: and the statutes and the ordinances, and the law 
and the commandment, which he wrote for you, ye shall observe to do 

38 for evermore ; and ye shall not fear other gods: and the covenant that 
I have made with you ye shall not forget; neither shall ye fear other 
39 gods: but the Lorp your God shall ye fear; and he shall deliver you

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and shall come again into this land: for the Lorp your God is gracious 
_ and merciful, and will not turn away his face from you, if ye return 
-Iountohim. So the posts passed from city to city through the country 
_ of Ephraim and Manasseh, even unto Zebulun: but they laughed them 
11 to scorn, and mocked them. Nevertheless divers of Asher and Manasseh 
12 and of Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to Jerusalem. Also in 
Judah was the hand of God to give them one heart, to do the command- 
13 ment of the king and of the princes by the word of the Lorp. And 
there assembled at Jerusalem much people to keep the feast. of un- 
14 leavened bread in the second month, a very great congregation. And 
they arose and took away the altars that were in Jerusalem, and all 
the ‘altars for incense took they away, and cast them into the brook 
15 Kidron. Then they killed the passover on the fourteenth day of the 
_ second month: and the priests and the Levites were ashamed, and 
sanctified themselves, and brought burnt offerings into the house of the 
16 Lorp. And they stood in their place after their order, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the priests sprinkled the blood, which 
17 they received of the hand-of the Levites. For there were many in the 
congregation that had not sanctified themselves: therefore the Levites 
had the charge of killing the passovers for every one that was not clean, 
18 to sanctify them unto the Lorp. For a multitude of the people, even 
many of Ephraim and Manasseh, Issachar and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat the passover otherwise than it 
is written. For Hezekiah had prayed for them, saying, The good 
19 Lorp pardon ’ every one that setteth his heart to seek God, the Lorn, 
the God of his fathers, though 4e de not cleansed according to the purifi- 
20 cation of the sanctuary. And the Lorp hearkened to Hezekiah, and 
21 healed the people. And the children of Israel that were present at 
Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened bread seven days with great 
gladness: and the Levites and the priests praised the Lorp day by 
22 day, singing with loud instruments unto the Lorp. And Hezekiah 
spake comfortably unto all the Levites that were well skilled im the 
service of the Lorp. So they did eat throughout the feast for the seven 
days, offering sacrifices of peace offerings, and * making confession to 
23 the Lorp, the God of their fathers. And the whole congregation took 
counsel to keep other seven days: and they kept o¢er seven days with 
24 gladness. For Hezekiah king of Judah did give to the congregation for 
offerings a thousand bullocks and seven thousand sheep; and the 
princes gave to the congregation a thousand bullocks and ten thou- 
25 sand sheep: and a great number of priests sanctified themselves. And 
all the congregation of Judah, with the priests and the Levites, and all 
the congregation that came out of Israel, and the strangers that came 
26 out of the land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. So there 
was great joy in Jerusalem: for since the time of Solomon the son of 
27 David king of Israel there was not the like in Jerusalem. Then the 
. priests the Levites arose and blessed the people: and their voice was

destroyed them all. Then all the children of Israel returned, every man — 
2 to his possession, into their own cities. And Hezekiah appointed - 
the courses of the priests and the Levites after their courses, every 
man according to his service, both the priests and the Levites, for burnt — 
offerings and for peace offerings, to minister, and to give thanks, and © 

3 to praise in the gates of the camp of the Lorp. He appointed also 
the king’s portion of his substance for the burnt offerings, 0 wt, for the 
morning and evening burnt offerings, and the burnt offerings for the 
sabbaths, and for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as it is written 
4in the law of the Lorp. Moreover he commanded the people that — 
dwelt in Jerusalem to give the portion of the priests and the Levites, — 

5 that they might * give themselves to the law of the Lorp. And as soon 
‘as the commandment came abroad, the children of Israel gave in 
abundance the firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of all 
the increase of the field; and the tithe of all things brought they in 

6 abundantly. And the children of Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in the tithe of oxen and sheep, and 
the tithe of dedicated things which were consecrated unto the LorD — 

7 their God, and laid them by heaps. In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and finished them in the seventh month. 
8 And when Hezekiah and the princes came and saw the heaps, they 
g blessed the Lorn, and his people Israel. Then Hezekiah questioned 
10 with the priests and the Levites concerning the heaps. And Azariah 
the chief priest, of the house of Zadok, answered him and said, Since 
the people began to bring the oblations into the house of the Lorp, we 
have eaten and had enough, and have left plenty: for the Lorp hath ~ 
11 blessed his people; and that which is left is this great store. Then 
Hezekiah commanded to prepare chambers in the house of the Lorp; 

12 and they prepared them. And they brought in the oblations and the 
tithes and the dedicated things faithfully: and over them Conaniah the 

13 Levite was ruler, and Shimei his brother was second. And Jehiel, and 
Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and 
Eliel, and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were overseers under 
the hand of Conaniah and Shimei his brother, by the appointment of 
14 Hezekiah the king, and Azariah the ruler of the house of God. And 
Kore the son of Imnah the Levite, the porter at the east gate, was over 
the freewill offerings of God, to distribute the oblations of the Lorp, 
15 and the most holy things. And under him were Eden, and Miniamin, 
and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities of the 
priests, in their *set office, to give to their brethren by courses, as well 
16 to the great as to the small: beside them that were reckoned by genea-

_ 20 And thus did Hezekiah throughout all Judah; and he wrought that 
which was good and right and ‘faithful before the Lorp his God. 
_ 21 And in every work that he began in the service of the house of God, 
and in the law, and in the commandments, to seek his God, he did it 
_ with all his heart, and prospered.
